The appearance of **Qonfederate briga- 
ders’’ in the House and Senate—that is, the 
return to the national legislature of the most 
prominent and representative men of the 
States lately in rebellion—is constantly point- 
et to by Republican orators and newspapers 
aia most alarming and unexpected phenom- 
esou. Indeed, one paper—the Tribune—has

I cannot pass this topic, however, without 
making something more than a brief allusion 
to the triumph of engineering skill, which. 
under the name of jetty improvements, bids 
fair to revolutionize the whole 
trade of the Mississippi Val- 
ley, and to resuscitate the commercial prestige 
of your Crescent City. These jetties, like 
the far famed steel bridge that spans the Mis- 
sissippi at St. Louis, are built in the interests 
of commerce; and the man who designed and 
carried through to a successful completion 
these great national enterprises will 
eternally in his work, 
and in the grateful recol- 
lection of all true patriots. It is safe to say 
that few if any menin the history of the 
world have overcome greater difficulties and 
greater opposition from the schools—I mean 
by that from professional men—than James B. 
Yet in spite of opposing selfish inter- 
ests, inspite of abuse heaped upon him y 
public journals and private individuals, he 
has been trusted by the nation, and by the 
nation’s representatives in Congress.

Braids, Combs and Hair-Pins. 
[From the Boston Transcript. ] 

**As high as possible, as low as possible, 
and very narrow in the back, is still the rule 
for hair-dressing here, whatever it may be in 
Paris, where, it is said, the low coil and fiat, 
waved bands have superseded all the more 
elaborate styles, and have made the ladies’ 
heads look as if they had suddenly shrunk, 
and had been despoiled of half their glory. 
Artistically considered, the present French 
fashion of arranging the hair is perfect, but 
there are few faces which can afford to rest 
entirely on their own merits, or which do not 
need to have attention drawn from them by 
being called to the hair. lf «a dozen soft finger- 
suffs make a pretty crownand a mist of golden 
Sate lie on the forehead. there are many persous 
who will searcely notice that the shape of the 
head is ignoble, and that the faint eyebrows 
are drawn above cold and meaningless gray 
eyes. If a heavy braid of dark hair peep be- 
neath the curtain of the bonnet, and crimps 
shade the brow, who stops to notice that the 
nose is of the kind which dog-fanciers think a 
unc point in a ap-dog, but which human be- 
ings usually dislike in themselves. Envious 
women may and do wonder How much of it 
is ner own?’* and married men may and do 
covlly condemn the folly that sacrifices future 
ood looks for the sake of present prettiness ; 
but young men admire, with a_ tender faith 
‘that is touching, and the very women who 
make sarcastic comments imitate as far as 
they can. The crimps and waves and 
frizzes are not real, as a rule, 
and hence the righteous wrath of the married 
men is usually wasted, and the cases of most 
women —— come under the jurisdiction 
of the censor who declares false hair to be im- 
moral. The defense against this is that it de- 
ceives nobody, except foolish young persons, 
and that it is less injurious to pin on an ounce 
and ahalf of puffs and crimps than it is to 
braid and curl wave one’s own tresses. In 
the days when it was fashionable to tie and piu 
heuvy switches to one’s head, and to load it 
down with half a pound of — hair, there 
was actual danger of baldness for those who 
followed the style, but there is very little now, 
and it would be possible to lose a whole set of 
modern braids and — as unconsciously as 
the young woman the illustrated papers 
loses her bonnet. 

Curly hair is almost invariably the material 
of these articles, although the princess braid 
is straight. This is a three- strand braid not 
too heavy to look natural, ends in three little 
soft curls, and may be arranged in an infinity 
of ways.

her own hair grows. The French hair-dressers 
‘arnestly recommend shaving in cases where 
the roots of the hair are enfeebled: but it is 
foolish for a woman To undertake to do such 
work for herself, especially as the hair-dress- 
er's charge for it issmall. English girls reckon 
occasional hair-cuttings as an invariable item 
in their personal expenses, and possibly the 
massiveness of their braids may be attributed 
as much to attention to this detail as to the 
moist climate in which they live. 

Ladies who wish to be sumptuous in all 
their appointn.ents can furnish themselves with 
gold and silver hair-pins, not for show, but 
for use, in the place of those of iron tipped 
with steel, and with silver side-combs. Cel- 
luloid, which has long been used to make imi- 
tations of ivory back-combs. now appears in 
round-combs for children, in imitation shell- 
ivory and coral, and is absolutely indestruct- 
ible. Thesmall wearer may straighten it, 
double it, use it for a hammer, or even fall 
down while wearing it and break her own lit- 
tle crown, without affecting her comb, which 
is Warranted to survive anything. Invisible 
nets woven of hair, ure not 
new, but are always useful, and the 
gold and silver nets, which may be laid over 
the braids or in which the hair may be placed 
loosely, are shown both for children and for 
ladies,

| Jadge Laughlin’s Charge to the 


Grand Inquest, 


Covering Everything and Everybody 
With a Glimpse at Side Issues. 


A Document Containing all the Law and 
the Prophets of Criminal Matters, 


Half-past ten this morning was the time 
set by Judge Laughlin on Monday last for the 
delivery ot his charge tothe grand jury. The 
Court-room was well filled. It will be remem- 
bered that, on Monday last, Judge Jones chal- 
lenged llenry Gross, one of the new twelve, 
objecting to his serving as a grand juror 
for the reason that Gross was once a witness 
forthe State in acase against one McWinnis, 
charged with embezziing tunds from the Hi- 
bernia Bank, and against whom it was thought 
“x new indictinent would be found. 

In wnuswer to this charge, Judge Laughlin 
statcd that the challenge must be accompanicd 
by proof to show thatthe grand jury intended 
to find an indictment against McGinnis. Mr. 
Gross and Assistant Circuit Attorney Noonan 
were placed cn the witness-stand, bnt as the 
fect above noted ceuld not be proven, 
Judge Luughlin overruled the motion, 
and Gro-s wus ordered to take aseat with the 
‘*new tweive.’’ The jury wasthen sworn in, 
and Judge Langhiin then delivered the charge 
toiLe tollou ing twelve men: Charles Gago, 
James Duross, Henry Suter, John J. Canan, 
Henry Gross, II.
